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Week’s Output Hits 88,668, Despite 4-Day Week in Most Cases; 
Oct. Passenger Car Sales Hit 202,591, Trucks Total 40,433 Units; 
UAW-GM Parleys May Resume; Ford’s St.Louis Plant Stays Open 


With all but a few plants on a four- 
day basis, car and truck production in 
the U. S. and Canada is estimated by 
ADN at 88,668 units the current week, 
ending Dec. 4. While the total is con- 
siderably above the previous week, when 61,590 units 
were turned out in the holiday-curtailed week, the cur- 
rent week’s figure is about 20,000 units under the 107,790 
jobs produced in the corresponding week of last year. 


Including the first two days of this week, the Novem- 
ber production total reaches 365,486 units, according to 
ADN estimates, which compares with 405,702 turned out 
in the same month of 1936. With all except Ford dealers

heavy used-car banks are impeding new car sales, it is 
evident that December output will not approach the 
519,132 units turned out in December, 1936. This month's 
figure, however, is expected to be near 300,000 units, which 


would assure another 5,000,000-vehicle year for the in- | 


dustry, although the final 1937 total may fall short of 
the 5,200,000 goal anticipated early in the year. 
5,000,000 units would compare with 4,616,857 jobs turned 
out last year and 5,621,715 in the record year of 1929, and 
1937 would therefore become the second best production 
year of the industry. 


Ford, which is swiftly bumping operations after .re- 
peated delays, has speeded production again this wvcek 


and should assemble around 14,000 units in the five-day | 


work-week, which compares with 9,000 a week ago and 
26,000 in the same week of last year. It is expected that 
operations will reach a normal pace of about 6,000 a day 
within the next two weeks, as Ford speeds stocking of 
dealers. Coupled with the 340 units carded at the Lincoln 
division, the Ford group will account for 14,340 jobs the 
current week, according to ADN estimates.

Washington. — General Motors 
definitely withdraws from confer- 
ences between the government 
and three automobile companies 
over alleged coercion of dealers’ 
automobile financing. GM is be- 
lieved here to prefer a court test 
of the charges now being investi- 
gated by federal grand jury to the 
consent decree proposed by the 
government, Owing to the GM 
stand, Ford and Chrysler, the 
other two companies involved, 
now appear reluctant to enter into 
a binding agreement with the gov- 
ernment. 


Sales Skyrocket 


Lansing.—Oldsmobile retail sales 
for the second 10 days of Novem- 
ber hit 3,969 units, a gain of 102 
per cent over the same period last 
year, it is reported by D. E. Ral- 
ston, general sales manager. Total 
retail sales of Olds from Jan, 1 to 
Nov. 20 were 175,043, against 154,- 
349 for the corresponding period 
in 1936. 


Employment Up 
Lansing.—Employment in Michi- 

gan industrial plants during Oc- 

tober is reported by the state de- 


creased 11 per cent over Septem- 
ber and 14 per cent over October 
last year. In the automobile in- 
dustry, employment increase is 19 
per cent over a year ago, while 
payrolls for the month are up 35 
per cent.

union’s international board is convinced the local can 
handle its own affairs, President Homer Martin declared. 
Resumption of the UAW-GM conferences looking to- 
ward a new contract are dependent on fulfillment of GM 
President William S. Knudsen’s demand that the UAW 
give written assurance against wildcat strikes before 
negotiations are resumed. While Martin said Monday 
that the union is ready to grant a pledge, similar to the 
one repudiated recently by a general meeting of GM 
locals, the exact form of the assurance is still in dispute. 
Martin and the UAW executive board indicated last week 
that they would demand promises from the corporation 
that it will discipline “overzealous” foremen and super- 
intendents in return for the union pledge. This latter 
consideration may delay resumption of negotiations. 


In St. Louis, UAW officials Tuesday abandoned mass 
picketing at the local Ford plant because the union didn’t 
want to “irritate” the police. However, mass picketing 
on three previous days failed to close the plant or curtail 
operations. The plant operated throughout the picketing 
with only about 10 men missing from the regular force. 

Work was resumed Tuesday in the Saginaw (Mich.) 
plant of the Wilcox-Rich division, Eaton Mfg. Co., after 
R. H. Daisley, general manager, warned the UAW that 
further wildcat strikes would bring discharge of all em- 
ployes responsible.

With all states accounted for, October 
passenger car sales reached 202,591 
units, a gain of more than 18 per cent 
over last October’s 171,397, the previous 
post-’29 record. The October mark, 
which was slightly above ADN’s maximum estimate of 
200,000 units, was the third highest ever recorded for that 
month, exceeded only by October, 1928, and October, 1929. 
The figure includes a 5,200-unit estimate for Wisconsin, 
where publication of official registration totals are pro- 
hibited. 

Registrations for the first 10 months of 1937 stand at 
3,104,734 units, as compared with 2,853,712 units in the 
corresponding period of 1936. The total for this year in- 
cludes official figures for the first six months of Wiscon- 
sin, plus ADN’s Wisconsin estimates for July, August, 
September and October.
